SI^JCE THE BILL was de­ 

feated in the Senate on both 
occasions, this is the first 
time it has come under con­ 
sideration by a committee of 
the Assembly.

The first show of interest in 
the Assembly came last -May, 
when it became apparent that 
my Senate bill, SCA 7, would 
not reach the Lower House.

So that the proposal could

AS I POINTED out to the
Assembly Elections Commit­ 
tee when it met here last 
week, the principal aim of 
this proposal is to eliminate 
the gerrymandering which 
has resulted in glaring inequi­ 
ties in previous definitions of 
congressional and assembly 
districts.

According to the present 
boundaries, fixed in 1951, we 
have some assembly districts 
with populations in excess of 
200,000 people, and others 
with as few as 60,000. The 
same disparity exists between 
congressional districts at the 
two ends of the population 
scale.
